It’s said that they hide an 
angel and devil in the coat of arms but I 
can't see it because I'm distracted by this 
marvelous glass and the taste of 
Belgium's very own in my senses.

SUBS AND WHATEVER YOU MIGHT KNOW AND LOVE. BY 
THE WAY, MY FAVORITE BAND WAS AND WILL ALWAYS BE 
SPECIAL DUTIES FROM COLCHESTER. ONE OF TUE MOST 
HONEST AND BEST PUNK BANDS EVER. WE ALSO 
LISTENED TO SKA OR REGGAE AND SOME OF MY 
FRIENDS DIDNT LIKE TUAT STUFF, BUT THAT'S A VERY 
PERSONAL DECISION.

BE REALLY FUN. EACU GROUP UAS A BUNCU OF PUBS 
WUERE TO MEET, DEPENDING ON TUE SIZE OF TUE 
GROUP AND ON TUE QUALITY OF TUE BEER, HA HA... YOU 
MEET IN TOWN IN SUMMER AND DRINK OUTSIDE OR IN 
PARK5 (TUAT'S ALLOWED IN GERMANY AND BY TUE WAY, 
YOU'RE ALLOWED TO UAVE BEER AT TUE AGE OF 16). 
BUT TUERE ARE ALSO SOME PLACES AND BARS WUERE 
CONCERTS TAKE PLACE AND BESIDES THAT SOME 
CLUBS AND BARS WUICU AREN'T TUAT TYPICAL OF 
SKINUEADS, BUT WUICU ARE GREAT LOCATIONS TO 
PARTY. SO WE MEET AT CONCERTS, PARTY AND TALK 
SUIT.., 

TUERE ARE MANY PLACES TO GO TO AT TUE WEEKEND, 
TUERE ARE CONCERTS, NIGUTERS OR SOMETHING LIKE 
TUAT IN DRESDEN, LEIPZIG OR CUEMNITZ EVERY WEEK. 
AND IF YOU KNOW TUE DO YOU CAN WISU FOR SONGS 
AT NIGUTERS... TUAT'S GREAT. SO YOU'VE ALREADY 
UEARD ABOUT TUE SKINUOUSES? UM, IT'S AN AWESOME 
ATMOSPUERE, IF TUERE ARE OUST SKINUEADS IN A PUB 
OR BAR AND IF TUE LOCATION IS FINANCED BY TUE 
SUBCULTURE ITSELF, BUT MANY OF TUESE LOCATIONS 
BECOME DISCREDITED IN TUE PUBLIC (FOR EXAMPLE 
TUE "MENFIS" IN TUURINGIA, WUICU UAD TO MOVE), 
BECAUSE BANDS BELONGING TO TUE POLITICAL RIGUT 
PLAYED TUERE (LIKE MISTREAT, ENDSTUFE, 
FAUSTRECUT) OR BECAUSE A SKINUOUSE IS A TUORN IN 
TUE PRESS' FLESU. TUE "KOMA" IN LEIPZIG IS ANOTHER 
GOOD LOCATION WUERE YOU CAN FIND GREAT 
CONCERTS, PARTIES, CUEAP BEER AND A LOT OF 
SKINUEADS AND OTUER FREAKS LIKE PSYCUOBILLIES 
AND PUNKS SITTING AT TUE BAR. UNFORTUNATELY, TUE 
"KOMA" IS FORCED TO CLOSE ITS DOORS SOON, AS 
TUERE IS SOME TROUBLE WITU TUE LANDLORD. I ALSO 
UAVE TO MENTION TUE "DE KASTELEIN" IN BELGIUM, 
SOME FRIENDS OF MINE GO TUERE QUITE REGULARLY 
AND TUE ATMOSPUERE IS SAID TO BE AWESOME TUERE. 
I'VE NEVER BEEN TUERE, AS I NEVER UAD TUAT MUCU 
TIME. ANYWAY, I REALLY RESPECT EVERYONE WHO 


RUNS A LOCATION LIKE TUIS, AS IT CAN BE A PRETTY 
DIFFICULT OOB. GETTING INTO TROUBLE WITU 
DIFFERENT POLITICAL GROUPS, PUBLIC AUTHORITIES 
AND TUE POLICE IS PART OF IT AND IN ADDITION TO 
TUAT, YOU UAVE TO TAKE CARE OF TUE FINANCIAL 
STUFF. TUE WUOLE BAR MUST WORK FINANCIALLY 
EFFICIENTLY; OTUERWISE YOU CANT PUT IT INTO 
PRACTICE. BUT TUERE STILL ARE SO MANY LOCATIONS 
IN GERMANY, WUERE SKINUEADS ARE WELCOME GUESTS 
AND AS LONG AS SKINUEADS ORGANIZE TUEIR 
CONCERTS ON TUEIR OWN, EVERYTUING IS FINE. 
BELIEVE ME, YOU WOULD DEFINITELY LIKE A PLACE LIKE 
SOME OF TUESE SKINUOUSES. 


I'VE NEVER BEEN OUT OF TUIS COUNTRY BECAUSE 
AMERICA IS SO BIG AND I FIND IT DISCOMFORTING TO 
LEAVE TUE CITY OF CUICAGO ANYWAYS. HOW WOULD 
ONE TRAVEL WTTUIN EUROPE IS IT SIMPLE UAS "OUST 
HOPING ON A TRAIN" AND WUERE UAVE YOU BEEN? 

TRAVELING IN EUROPE IS QUITE EASY, AS BOARDERS 
DON'T REALLY EXIST ANY LONGER AND IF YOU WANT TO 
GO TO LONDON, YOU OUST DO IT. TRAVELING ABROAD 
BY TRAIN IS EXPENSIVE. WE FLY TO BLACKPOOL IN 
ENGLAND ONCE A YEAR AND VISIT TUE FAMOUS 
REBELLION FESTIVAL TUERE, IN MOST CASES, WE GO

An Interview With Sir 
Terry Hayes of The East 
End Badoes About Life, 
Liberty and a Dufflebag 
Full of Aggro 

The East End Badoes are one of the original oi! 
bands to come out of the scene’s origins in England. 
As the interview outlines, the band are nothing if not 
survivors, so fittingly, they have risen above, 
reformed and are playing today. 

Boston correspondent J.M. Curely has a talk with 
Terry “Tel” Hayes, the original lead singer of the 
band, and general face about the scene. The interview 
is a whirlwind tour of the original oi! scene, with 
stops at London pubs, Cock Sparrer shows and mini¬ 
riots, complete with names familiar to anyone with a 
passing interest in the genre. 

Due to the amazing amount of detail, we have broken 
this one up into three parts. 


The details, and the rest of the story, is best left to 
Terry. 



Eastenders! 

(Part One of Three) 


J.M. Curley - Alright Tel, thanks for taking the time 
to answer all my prying, daft questions. Now let’s sit 
back with a cup of coffee(tea in your case) and shoot 
the shit... 

Terry Hayes -Thanks for asking me to do the 
interview. I will give it to you as it happened, some 
answers may surprise you due to the questions asked. 
So here we go. 

JMC -First off, let’s get the obvious stuff out of the 
way. 

How did the name “East End Badoes” come 
about? It’s not your typical name and a lot of 
Americans who see the name on the shirt wonder 
what the hell it is! 

T.H. -This is how the name come about, in the East 
end around what time a term of phrase being used 
basically to anything anyone said to you the word was 
‘bad.’ Example:- a mate would say to you “look at the 
state of that bird” (girl) you would reply “bad.” Well 
in 1980 I was on holiday in Spain with a crowd of 
mates so the term of phrase used was ‘El Badoe,’ bad 
in a Spanish sort of way. At the time I was in the 
process of trying to get some people together for 
rehearsals, and I thought the EL could stand for East 
London and Badoes was a good carry on from the 
Cockney Rejects, so that’s how the name come about, 
the East London Badoes.( Yes, I agree ridiculous) 
After getting the other lads in place, Gary Bushell 
from the Sounds Music paper come down to the 
boozer we used to drink, in Poplar, to do a photo 
shoot and interview, and in the interview he called us 
the East End Badoes, I liked it and stuck with it. 

JMC - When did you get into Punk and the whole 
scene in London, and how were you first exposed to it 
all? 

T.H. - My very first punk show was at the 
Roundhouse where I saw the Ramones in 1976, they 
were supporting the Flamin Groovies. My cousin who 
is about 18 months older than me never lets me live 
that night down, he was a regular to the West End of 
London and the places where the punk thing was 
emerging from around that time. He talked me into 
going to this show, at the time I did not know a great 
deal about what I was about to witness. Four of us set 
off to the Roundhouse, got to chalk farm and found a 
local boozer and had few beers. We also had a large 
bottle of gin mixed with orange squash for the show, 
and he decided to bring some ‘blues’ (speed tablets) 
which I had never previously had. So we have one 










each (so he said) and make our way to the show, we 
get to the door and they don’t let us in with the bottle, 
so we drink it outside along with another pill, we 
eventually get in and make our way up to the little 
balcony area, I was realy feeling the effect of the 
booze and pills they had started to really kick in and i 
was speeding like a raving lunatic plus being as 
pissed as a fart.( to put it mildly I was a mess) The 
Ramones had started their set. I can barely remember 
seeing the Ramones and cannot remember any of the 
Flamin Groovies, but I can remember standing on the 
chairs and just collapsing in a heap between the 
punters and the seats. One lasting memory of that 
night I do remember was my cousin keep pointing at 
me laughing, he has this horrendous loud laugh and 
they thought it was great that I was in such a state, I 
still do not know to this day how many of those 
tablets he gave me. YOU LIVE AND LEARN. That 
was my first introduction to punk rock shows, my 
first of many. Not long after that I became a ‘Punk 
Rocker’ and started to buy singles and LPs, Damned, 
Vibrators etc etc, I WAS HOOKED... 

JMC - When did you realize that something special 
was happening in London, that a “new breed” was 
takin g over for the art school middle class kids, that a 
new scene, later dubbed Oil, was emerging? 

T.H. - Much as I have to bite my tongue here when I 
say this, I think (some may have different views) 
Sham 69 where the front runners of the Oi sound. 

With songs like ‘Hurry Up Harry’ and ‘Hersham 
Boys’ and their Skinhead following. Their sound and 
the football mob choruses is what Oi music was/is all 
about, unfortunately Pursey and his band weren’t. 
Pursey was drafted in on a few of the Reject’s early 
projects, but he was fucked off by Mick and Jeff not 
long after, after they realised what a total prick he 
was. The Rejects, along with Bushell came up with 
the name ‘Oi Music’ and the likes of the ‘Angelic 
Upstarts’ etc followed not long after. The Rejects 
were getting plenty of music press exposure, as Gary 
Bushell had his own column in the Sounds 
Called Jaws, giving exposure to all the new young 
bands under the Oi banner. 

I was got to hear about the Rejects from a mate of 
mine who worked in the docks along with one of 
Mick and Jeffs mates, also quite a few of my mates 
run with the ICF over West Ham, as did Vince, so 
that’s how it all fell in to place. I did not feel at ease 
with going to Rejects shows at first, as I had run with 
the Millwall F Troop firm from late 1976, and if 
anyone knows anything about football in the UK, they 
will know how much these two sets of supporters hate 


each other. Its funny though, as the vast majority of 
my mates were West Ham and a lot were in the ICF, 
check out 2 short YouTube Vidoes - type in, 

Cockney Rejects ‘I’m not a fool’ from Oi! the video, 
and Millwall Vs West Ham ‘Old Kent Road’ to give 
you some sort of idea what times were like back 
then... 

JMC - Were you present at any of those “Oi! the 
Council” type meetings, and if so were they actually 
some sort of legitimate meeting or just an excuse to 
get together with your friends and have a couple 
scoops? 

T.H. - You ask about Oi the Council meetings, we 
were still only in early rehearsal stages when the Oi 
Council Meeting started, and in truth there was only 
one proper so called Oi council meeting and that 
coincided with a show that was going on that same 
evening. It featured Criminal Class from Coventry, 
Infa Riot and the 4Skins, who pulled out on the day, 
only for the Angelic Upstarts to replace them. The 
show was taking place in Southgate in North London, 
No we were never invited to any meetings. That 
actual show ended prematurely with the police 
storming the venue as a major battle was taking place 
inside between 2 large mobs, one from North London 
and one from East London, in short Arsenals Mob Vs 
West Ham’s mob. 

JMC - Where and when was the Badoes’ first gig and 
what other bands played? How were you received? 

T.H. - The first Badoes show and the last, to a paying 
audience, was the same show funnily enough, the 
venue was Skunks in North London AGAIN. Skunks 
had quite a reputation for trouble. When we took to 
the stage we were greeted with a huge amount of 
abuse, although we gave back as much as we got. 
Playing that night were The Business and another 
band, who for the life of me I can’t remember who 
they were, I think it was Special duties. 

JMC - How was that one fateful Badoe s gig t hen- 
Tel? 

T.H. - We played our first and last show to a paying 
audience on the same night, it went something like 
this. The place was packed mainly with skins 
and punks. We were not actually advertised on bill, 
although Mickey Fitz and Gary Bushell had sorted it 
out with the promoter that we would play between 
both bands, although word was about that we were 
going to play that night. The first band went on and 





played with no problems, but the atmosphere was 
very tense. It was our turn; we took to the stage, as I 
said previously to a major amount of abuse. Exactly 
what we expected, although we gave as good as we 
got, and was stoking up the atmosphere with it. After 
about the 3rd song abuse had turned to a scuffle in the 
crowd which quickly turned into a full scale battle. 

Our bass player Andy (Skully) Russell had come 
prepared, he brought a tool bag onto stage containing 
an axe which he promptly produced, and proceeded to 
jump in the crowd followed by the rest of us. He was 
swinging it at anyone who would dare to come within 
arms reach, we had a few mates with us which 
included Cass Pennant, Andy Swallow, Tony ‘Boozy 
Barker to name but a few plus about half a dozen 
others from the ICF,the fighting quickly spilled out 
the pub onto the street much to the promoters delight i 
think, after a while order was restored and the gig 
eventually carried on, but we were not allowed back 
on stage,(I dont know why LOL). 

Things for us at that time took a turn for the worse, 
we had two gigs with Erasurehead canceled shortly 
after that show we were due to do a show with the 4- 
Skins, Not long before that show was about to take 
place i went round to pick Skully up for a rehearsal 
we had that night, only to be met out the block of flats 
where he lived by Barney Rubble, who said the police 
had been there earlier that morning smashed the door 
in and took Skully away, hence the rehearsal that 
night went out the window. Skully had been arrested 
and charged along with a few others for a murder 
where a Arsenal fan had been stabbed to death in a 
fight between West Ham and Arsenal earlier that 
year, Skully spent 21 months remanded in custody 
awaiting trial which he eventually was found not 
guilty, while on remand he was banged up with a 
fella from East London awaiting a armed robbery 
charge, of which he was found guilty and given 8 
years. Skully decided to spring the fella from jail, 
and this is how he done it: He hired a helicopter and 
pilot while posing as a property developer and was 
looking to buy a plot of land. On the third time of 
hire he produced a gun and put it to the pilots head 
and made him land the helicopter in the middle of the 
prison exercise yard while the cons were having their 
exercise time, (remember our screws here do not have 
guns). The chopper landed and Skully’s mate and 
another fella jumped on board and off they flew(that 
happens to be the most notorious of prison escapes to 
date in this country). While on the run the 2 of them 
committed a string of armed robberies on security 
vans, in the end both being caught. Skull and Kendall 
both got life stretches being released after 15 years in 


2002. Skully was banged up in the UK in the top 
security prison at the time, Whitemoore in 
Cambridgeshire, which is the flattest part of the UK. 
Skully and 5 terrorists from the IRA escaped from 
there after smuggling in 2 guns, only to be caught on 
the same night. The 6 of them are the only people 
ever to escape from that prison to date...

PART TWO 


J.M. Curley brings us Part 2 of Terry’s story; back 
into the fray with more history, notorious characters, 
a bit of the oT Southall gig, and updates on what The 
East End Badoes are kicking around these 

days.oh, and the now obligatory SKULLY 

references as well! 
















TEL: ...*BACK TO THE MUSIC* when Skully was 
nicked we went on to try a couple of other bass 
players and we settled for a mate of ours THE 
MOTH, Moth was instrumental in helping Vince 
from the Rejects to leam how to play the bass, we 
then carried on rehearsing and sounding quite good i 
must say with some really goods songs as well. I had 
in the meantime done some welding tests for this 
major pipe welding firm and got a job with them that 
kept me away from home for weeks on end, so after 
all that we called it a day, has we didn’t really have 
the time to rehearse and get things right. 

J.M.C: What made you decide to “get the band back 
together” after 20 years of inactivity? There did seem 
to be a lot of prodding for you to do it! 

Tel: Although our reputation from the early days 
carried more weight than our actual music,( quote 
S tink y Turner in an interview last year ‘fuck all the 
bad boys of rock, the East End Badoes were the 
REAL bad boys of rock’), people were saying get 
back and do some shows etc, so around 2003 I started 
to think yeah I’m going to do it, but whatever I do is 
so long and drawn out that it wasn’t until 2005 that I 
had the personnel in place to start rehearsing. At that 
time, and over the previous years I had been going to 
a lot of shows and festivals in the UK and in Europe, 
flights and hotels etc all at my own expense. I was 
going to see the likes of Cock Sparrer and Argy 
Bargy, etc. I would also get up and do a song or two 
with Argy Bargy, Resistance 77 etc. So in early 2005 
I thought ‘why keep paying out to go to these 
festivals?’ Why not get something together and get on 
the bill. I approached all the previous members of the 
original line up and they for one reason or another 
declined my offer albeit none of them had played an 
instrument for God knows how many years, and none 
of them had really attended shows anyway. So I 
approached some people I knew and formed the new 
EEB. After a few rehearsals round the July time 
everything seemed to gel, so we decided to give it a 
go. We carried on rehearsing then in the December 
we played our first 3 shows; 1 st one was with The 
Business, 2nd with Argy Bargy and the 3rd with our 
friends the DKMs, all in consecutive weeks thanks to 
the help from some of our close friends we were off 
and running. 

J.M.C: So the Badoes put out a song, “The Way It’s 
Got To Be”, on the Back On The Streets 7" comp 
with Venom, the Strike, and others. What was the 
story behind the recording session? Did all the bands 
go in on one day and use the same gear? Who 


approached you about doing the compilation? Was 
this your first stint in the studio or did you boys have 
a previous demo tape? 

Tel: I am not sure what the other bands got, but we 
was given 4 hours to record our track. It was in a very 
posh studio in Bayswater Road where a lot of big 
bands had recorded previously. All instruments were 
supplied by Rhodes Music, that’s a shop in Denmark 
Street, Soho. The 2 fellas who owned the shop would 
always borrow guitars etc to Cock Sparrer, the 
Rejects etc, so they supplied a couple of nice Gibsons 
and Fenders for the recording sessions, Although our 
guitarist had some Aria copy which he had broken the 
top string on, he still insisted on using that guitar to 
record with, (hence the terrible sound), We were 
asked by Gary Bushell if we would like to do a track, 
he would come down to the pub we always used in 
Poplar. That pub on a Sunday night was Oi night, me 
and my brother-in-law to be used to play the music 
down there, me from 7-9pm and him from 9-whatever 
time the governor of the pub wanted to shut, which 
was generally well into Monday morning (not at all 
good for work the next day.) Sunday night down there 
was the whos who of Oi in those days, with the likes 
of the lads from Cock Sparrer (I remember the night 
they brought in the new recording they had just done, 
which no one had heard. It was ‘England Belongs To 
Me’, and you can imagine how that went down). You 
also had some of Business, Stinky Turner, all of The 
Classic 4Skins line up, the lads from 
Erasurehead(East London’s answer to the Ramones), 
Barney and the Rubbles, Angela Rippons Bum and 
the infamous Tilbury Skins, and on the occasion Ian 
Stuart to name but a few. Gary Bushell would turn up 
with the Sounds photographer on occasion and do 
some interviews and get some pictures. The pub was 
the Ancient Briton, the stronghold of Cock Sparrer’s 
infamous following from their early punk days, The 
Poplar Boys. That Oi night was a one off pub in those 
days, full of the faces from the major Oi bands packed 
with skins, punks and football casuals alike, and for 
the 3+ years that night went on, you could count on 
one hand the amount of times trouble occurred in 
there, that place was and could never be repeated. 

J.M.C: Tel, are there any old unreleased Badoes 
tunes that you recorded during that session or was it 
just “The Way...” and that’s it? 

Tel: The only official recording was ‘The Way It’s 
Gotta Be’. There were a few tapes we done 
ourselves, but that was the only thing we ever got 
round to recording, again that was all of my making 





because even today I never feel we are ready to 
record. Although there is a live recording of a set we 
played at the Duragon arms in Hackney east london, 
which i find funny, as we never played there. 

J.M.C: What made you decide to re-record “The 
Way It’s Got To Be” recently? Did you feel the 
original version was getting tired or was it something 
that just happened naturally? 

Tel: When the idea of Kings of the Street Punk album 
came up, Micky Geggus and Andy (Skully) Russell, 
whose label it was released on. Called G & R 
London, Micky wanted all bands on the album to do 
a track from the early days and a completely new 
track, The first recording of‘The Way’ from the On 
the Streets EP was I must say, terrible, The new one 
brought it up to date somewhat, and really proved we 
could make the proper sound in the studio. 

J.M.C: The Badoes have played some high-profile 
gigs like WASTED and more recently with the 
Cockney Rejects in London. How was the reaction 
compared to the early days? Do you get the same 
buzz as back in the ’80s? 

Tel: Oi! shows today are 100% better today than the 
eighties shows, for one predominant reason: there is 
very seldom any violence today, which for one, is 
healthy for the scene today. You have the Skins, 
Punks, and Casuals who attend shows with not the 
slightest hint of trouble. The shows EEB have had of 
late have been great for us. We have played 
Wasted/Rebellion for the last few years, we have 
done Punk and Disorderly in Berlin, This summer just 
gone, we had some great shows. First off with Argy 
Bargy then with Cock Sparrer both held in a 150 
capacity club in East London, Rebellion was next, 
and to finish off we supported our friends the DKMs 
in their warm up show for the Reading/Leeds festivals 
all in consecutive weeks. 

J.M.C: How did you start hanging around with the 
Rejects and Sparrer? I figured the fact that those 
fellas are West Ham and you’re Millwall might lead 
to a little more than friendly banter. Were there any 
punch ups between you and that whole crew? How 
did you meet them in the first place? 

Tel: I have done a bit of gear humping in the past and 
a bit of stage security all unpaid I must add. I have 
also done the same for Cock Sparrer, Back in the 
early eighties when I done a bit of driving for Sparrer, 
I would sometimes end up with more money than the 


lads in the band, as I was on a set fee to drive and 
they would have a percentage of the taking on the 
door, and believe me, you did not get a lot of people 
at Sparrer shows in them days. Again as for the 
football differences between me and both bands there 
was nothing but a bit of piss taking between us, 
although with Sparrer I had a bit of backing as Steve 
Bruce is a Millwall fan as well, and being Millwall 
fans we don’t have a lot to shout about. 

J.M.C: Were you present at the infamous Southall 
gig with the Business, 4-Skins, etc? What bands 
actually ended up playing that night before it all went 
ass-over-tits? Regardless of whether you were there 
or not, what’s your take on what happened that night? 

Tel: No, I was not at Southall, at that time i was in 
Los angles. I made a phone call home, and the first 
thing my mum said was your mates have been in a 
riot at Southall, which did not surprise me at all, as 
Southall is one of the most densely populated Asian 
areas in the UK now, as it was then, it was a stupid 
place to hold a show like that in the first place. 
Provocative being an understatement, lets start by 
saying it was not an attack or invasion by the far right 
as reported in the press, it was just a show in the 
wrong place. For days in advance of the gig, the 
Southall youth movement had been stoked up by the 
far left SWP to demonstrate on the night and come 
out in force against the gig, and that is what they 
did. After the event the police found crates of petrol 
bombs which could not have all been made on the 
night, what with the amount thrown at the pub whilst 
all the trouble was going on. The Last Resort played, 
as did The Business and the 4Skins were actually 
playing their set when the main attack started. At the 
end of the day no one was seriously hurt but a few 
people took a bit of a kicking, The press blew it out 
of proportion. It wasn’t the Rolling Stones at 
Altamont was it? But again it was the white British 
youth being crucified by our left wing press and it is 
even worse today. 

J.M.C: What was the best gig you got to see back in 
your early days? We hear there might be a story about 
an instrument you acquired while in attendance at one 
of these gigs. Is there any truth to that? 

Tel: As with the Ramones show where I got Dee 
Dees bass, I was in the audience as a paying punter, 
after about 3 songs Dee Dee decided to hand his 
fender P bass into the crowd, who all proceeded to 
start fighting over it, I said to my mates I’m going to 
get that so off I went. That night I had the classic 








black Ramones T-shirt on, as did the security, but 
they had security that written on the back of their 
shirts. From the front I may have looked like security, 
i dont know. It ended with me on one end of the 
guitar and this other geezer on the other end. I told 
him it was part of the stage act and the guitar was 
going back on stage, at this point the other fella let go 
of the guitar and I made my way back to where my 
mates were standing, it did 
not take long for the fella to 
realise that I was not part of 
the security, he then decided 
to approach me and we had a 
gentlemanly agreement that 
he should rejoin his mates 
which he did, wise move, lol. 

J.M.C: So what do you 
fellows have as far as 
recordings since the new 
lineup? How can we get a 
hold of it? 

Tel: The only recording we 
have is a 8 track demo, and 2 
tracks on the ‘Kings of Street 
Punk’ compilation, this is 
down to me really, as I 
always have this negative 
outlook on how we will 
sound in the studio. 

Although, I think we sound 

very good on stage I am 

always apprehensive when it 

comes to organising studio time. The demo was 

recorded in June 2006 over a day and a half, it should 

have been 2 days but England were playing a World 

Cup game and we decided to pack up early and go 

and watch the game down the pub (that’s what I call 

dedication). If anyone wants the demo just get in 

touch with me through MySpace. PS England did get 

beat that day boo hoo. 

J.M.C: There’s been talk of an East End Badoes full- 
length album in the works. How is that coming 
along? Is there a label you have in mind to release 
it? I also hear of your demos being pressed on 
vinyl. Any word on that or how to get a hold of it? 

Tel: Yes this has been going on as long as I can 
remember. No we have not had any offers from any 


labels worth talking about. We are going to finance it 
ourselves at this present time, I hope it will be 
recorded early in the new year, but at this moment in 
time there is nothing in concrete. The way I look at it 
is yes we should by now had something on CD that 
we can actually sell in one way or another, but a lot of 
bands who I know regularly put CDs out and I think a 
lot of time the contents are weak, one or two good 

tunes and the rest very 
mediocre. I don’t want that 
for us, I may be too self 
critical, but that’s how I see 
it. As for the demo being 
put out on vinyl, our bass 
player is sorting that out 
with a label from Valencia 
in Spain called Crowbar, I 
have not bothered taking a 
lot of notice of this as it’s 
his project. Once it’s sorted 
I will let people know. 

J.M.C: What ever 
happened to the other 
original members of the 
Badoes? I know Skully’s 
kicking around- is he still 
playing bass for the 
Rejects? What about other 
old members? Do they still 
play music at all? 

Tel: Skully is still kicking 
around as are Mark Webb 
(drummer) Mickey Rush (guitar). Although Skully 
never played bass for the Rejects, he played a little for 
Barney and the Rubbles, and the East End Loonies 
who were made up of fellas from the Brittania Disco 
Groovers, who were the Cockney Rejects firm back 
then, again all members of the ICF. Mark Webb is 
now a surveyor and funnily enough so is Mickey 
Rush. None of them play music now, Skully as I 
previously said is now partner to Mickey Geggus in G 
& R Music, a record label and production company. I 
still see all of the occasionally, Skully more than the 
other two.

WE ARE FROM DENVER CO. THE CURRENT UNE-UP IS 
■iAMES- DRUMS, NICK 'THE BIRDMAN'-GUITAR, CHRIS- 
BASS, OIMI- VOCALS. OIMI AND ^AMES ARE DOING THIS 
INTERVIEW. 

WHAT MOTIVATED YOU TO GET THE BAND STARTED AND 
TELL US TUE HISTORY OF HOW YOU CAME TO BE? 

WELL, WE STARTED PLAYING AS A BAND AROUND EIGHT 
OR NINE YEARS AGO BUT WE WERE A SHITTY IMMATURE 
PUNK BAND- ANARCHY AND ALL THAT GAY SHIT, HA HA. 
OVER TIME WE WENT TUROUGH A LOT OF MEMBERS AND 
THOSE OF US WHO STUCK AROUND (OAMES AND OIMI) DID 
A LOT OF GROWING UP AND GOT SICK OF THE 
DEGENERATE CRAP. WE EVOLVED INTO A STREET PUNK 
BAND AND EVENTUALLY BECAME AN 01/ BAND ABOUT FOUR 
YEARS BACK. WE BROKE UP AND REFORMED A BUNCH OF 
TIMES. BASICALLY WE HAVE BEEN A DIFFERENT BAND 
EVERY TIME WE REFORMED BUT WE KEPT THE NAME 
BECAUSE WE WERE TOO LA2Y TO COME UP WITH A NEW 
ONE. ANYWAY BY THIS TIME WE WERE BOTH SKINS AND 
RECRUITED A FEW OTHERS TO OOIN THE BAND. SHIT 
WENT PRETTY WELL AND WE STARTED GOING ON THE 
ROAD; HOWEVER, EVENTUALLY WE RAN INTO DIFFERENCES 
AND AGAIN HAD TO MAKE SOME LINE-UP CHANGES. THE 
CURRENT LINE UP IS WORKING OUT REALLY WELL 
THOUGH.

SCENE UAVE YOU SEEN ANY IMPROVEMENTS?

WE BOTH CAME INTO TUE DENVER SCENE IN THE LATE 
NINETY'S. AROUND THEN THE BIG CREW IN TOWN WAS 
SOUTH PERRY UNITED (SPU) AND TUEIR MAIN BAND WAS 
HARDSOLE. THEY WERE BASICALLY THE FIRST SKINHEAD 
01/ BAND FROM DENVER. THEY WERE ESSENTIALLY A TRAD 
CREW OF HARD DRINKING SKINHEADS- HARD AS NAILS BUT 
GOOD GUYS. THEY PRETTY MUCH TOOK US UNDER THEIR 
WING WHEN WE WERE YOUNG STREET PUNKS WHICH IS 
WHY EVEN BACK THEN WE IDENTIFIED MORE WITH 
SKINHEAD ETHICS TUAN MOST PUNK GENRES. 

BEFORE THAT THERE WAS A BIG CREW CALLED DS 
(DENVER SKINHEADS) BUT AFTER AWHILE THEY WENT WP 
IN THE MID NINETY'S. THEY MADE A LOT OF HEADLINES 
AS SOME OF TUEIR MEMBERS KILLED A COP AND ANOTHER 
GOT IN A SHOOT OUT WITH THE COPS. A LOT OF DRAMA 
LIKE TUAT LEAD TO TUE EFFECTIVE END OF THAT CREW 
AS DENVER POLICE TARGETED THEM. SPU WAS WHAT 
REALLY BROUGHT BACK TUE SKINHEAD SCENE IN DENVER 
TO A LARGE DEGREE AFTER THAT. 

SPU IS NOT REALLY ACTIVE ANYMORE BUT WE STILL 
HANG OUT WITH SOME OF THOSE GUYS A LOT AND TUEIR 
CREW STILL GETS TOGETHER EVERY ONCE IN A WHILE 
FOR REUNION PARTIES AND SUCH WHICH ARE ALWAYS A 
GREAT TIME. 

OTHER THAN THE CREWS THERE ARE A HANDFUL OF 
INDEPENDENT SKINS SCATTERED ACROSS COLORADO. 
SOME NEVER COINED A CREW BECAUSE THEY LIVE FAR 












AWAY AMD DON'T KNOW MANV PEOPLE. OTUER SKINUEADS 
DON'T 5IMPLY BECAUSE TUEY ARE VERy POLITICAL AND 
MOST OF TUE CREWS ARE NOT. 

AS FAR AS IMPROVEMENTS I'D SAy TUAT MOST OF TUE 
SKINS WE UANG OUT WITU PUT FRIENDS BEFORE POLITICS 
AND TUAT IS NICE BECAUSE IT UA5NT ALWAyS BEEN 
TUAT WAy. ASIDE FROM TUAT, TUE REPUTATION OF 
SKINHEADS UASN'T REALLy GOTTEN ANy BETTER DUE TO 
PC FAGS AND MEDIA LIES. A LOT OF PEOPLE WHO SHOULD 
KNOW BETTER STILL GO AROUND CALLING US NAZI'S 
OUST BECAUSE WE DONT HAPPEN TO BE S.U.A.R.P'S, BUT 
MOST OF US DO NOT GIVE A SHIT WHAT IDIOTS TUINK 
AND HAVE LONG GIVEN UP GOING AROUND CRUSADING TO 
CHANGE TUE IGNORANT MASSES OPINION OF SKINHEADS. 

TELL US ABOUT VOUR MOST RECENT GIGS WITU 
VANGUARD, ALLEGED BRICKS, AND OXBLOOD TUIS PAST 
SUMMER? 

WELL TUE GIG WITU VANGUARD AND ALLEGED BRICKS WAS 
ACTUALLy ABOUT A yEAR AGO OR SO IN RALEIGH NC. ATF 
(AMERICAN TERROR FORCE), TUE AGGROVATORS, AND TUE 
ANTAG0NIZER5 WERE ALSO ON TUAT BILL. ALL IN ALL 
TUAT WAS ONE OF TUE BEST GIGS WE HAVE EVER 
PLAYED. THERE WERE GREAT BANDS AND A GREAT CROWD. 
A FIGUT BROKE OUT DURING OUR SET AND SOMEONE GOT 
A BOTTLE BROKEN OVER THEIR HEAD. TUAT WAS PRETTY 
FUN TO WATCU. WE OFTEN FEEL MORE AT HOME IN TUE 
SOUTH TUAN WE DO HERE IN DENVER. WE ARE GOOD 
FRIENDS WITU VANGUARD AND ATF AND WE ARE WORKING 
ON A SPLIT 7" WITU ATF TO BE RELEASED SOON. 

LAST AUGUST WE BROUGHT OUT OXBLOOD AND RED 
ALERT TO DENVER IN COOPERATION WITU LARA OF 
CUELSEA ENTERTAINMENT (TX). MOST OF TUE BIGGER 
BANDS DON'T WANT TO STOP IN DENVER ON TOUR 
BECAUSE IT IS A SMALLER CITY 50 WE WANTED PEOPLE 
TO GET TUE CHANCE TO SEE SOME GOOD BANDS. IT WAS 
A PRETTY FUN SHOW AND WE WERE REALLy EXCITED TO 
GET TO PLAy WITU SUCH GREAT BANDS. 

TELL US ABOUT VOUR DAy/NIGHT ^OBS AND WHERE ARE 
SOME PLACES TA WOULD GO FOR A NIGHT OUT? 

WE ALL WORK FAIRLy 5UITTV ^OBS. C>IMI AND ^AMES 
WORK AT A RESTAURANT, NICK WORKS FOR GUITAR 
CENTER, AND CHRIS WORKS SOME SUITTY RETAIL ^OB. 
SOME OF US USED TO WORK CONSTRUCTION AND LABOR 
BUT NOWADAyS IN DENVER MOST OF TUE CONTRACTORS 
UIRE UNDER-TUE-TABLE ^OBS OUT TO ILLEGALS RATHER 
TUAN TUEIR FELLOW CITIZENS. 

AS FAR AS GOING OUT, WE GO TO TUE STREETS OF 
LONDON PUB FAIRLy OFTEN IN EA5T DENVER. IT IS A 
PRETTY GOOD BAR TUAT SKINHEADS IN DENVER HAVE 


TRADITIONALLY HUNG OUT AT AS WELL AS A LOT OF TUE 
PUNKS ALTHOUGH THE DOWNSIDE IS A LOT OF 
DEGENERATE SCUM PUNKS GO TUERE AS WELL. TUEy 
USUALLy KNOW TO BEUAVE AROUND US. WE ALSO HAVE 
BEEN GOING TO A BAR By OUR HOUSE A LOT LATELy ON 
TUE WEST SIDE OF DENVER CALLED TUE WUITE HORSE. 

IT USED TO BE AN INDIAN BAR BUT NOW IT'S GETTING A 
REPUTATION AS A SKINUEAD BAR. TUE OWNER IS A 
REALLy COOL GUy WHO D0E5NT MIND HAVING SKINUEAD5 
IN UIS BAR AND LETS US PUT MUSIC IN TUE JUKEBOX. UE 
ALSO LIKES US BECAUSE WE BASICALLy ACT AS HIS 
SECURITY SINCE HE CANT AFFORD BOUNCERS. WE 
PRETTY MUCH GET AWAY WITU WHATEVER WE WANT 
TUERE. 

I'M SURE TUAT YOU UAVE BEEN ON TUE ROAD BEFORE 
EITHER AS A BAND OR NOT. WHERE HAVE YOU BEEN AND 
HOW WOULD YOU COMPARE YOUR SCENE TO OTUER 
PLACES? 

YEAU WE PLAY IN ALBUQUERQUE, NM FAIRLY OFTEN 
BECAUSE IT IS CLOSE AND WE UAVE FRIENDS TUERE. 
OTUER TUAN TUAT WE UAVE PLAYED IN TUE SOUTH A 
LOT. WE WILL AL50 BE TRYING TO GET ON THE ROAD A 
LOT IN 2009 TO PROMOTE OUR CD AND TUE UPCOMING 
7". 

ASIDE FROM ROAD SHOWS WE TRAVEL TO 5EE GOOD 
SKINUEAD GIGS WHEN WE GET TUE CHANCE. ABOUT 8 OF 
US FROM COLORADO WENT TO 01/ FEST LAST YEAR WUICH 
WAS TUE YEAR BEFORE TUAT -MJ5T OIMI AND ^AMES 
WENT. WE ALSO WENT OUT TO GEORGIA LAST YEAR TO 
SEE CONDEMNED 84 TWO DAYS IN A ROW. THAT WAS 
DEFINITELY ONE OF TUE BEST GIGS EVER. WE ALSO 
TRAVELED TO FLORIDA TO SEE TUE TEMPLARS PLAY WITU 
OUR FRIENDS, ATF AND VANGUARD, AS WELL AS OUR 
FRIENDS FROM FLORIDA, AMERICAN MADE. BUT LATELY 
FINANCES HAVE BEEN TIGHT AND NOT AS MANY BIG 
SHOWS TO GO TO SO WE UAVEN'T BEEN ON THE ROAD 
MUCH TUIS YEAR. WE WOULD HAVE REALLY LIKED TO GET

IN OUR DAMES AND ^IMI'S) BASEMENT. IT IS PRETTY 
CONVENIENT FOR US AND WE LIVE IN A SUITTY AREA SO 
TUE NEIGHBORS DON'T COMPLAIN AS A LITTLE NOISE IS 
THE LEAST OF THEIR CONCERNS. HA HA. 

WHO/WHAT ARE VOUR INSPIRATIONS AND/OR 
INFLUENCES? 

THERE ARE QUITE A FEW, MUSICALLY AND OTHERWISE. 
MUSICALLY, BANDS LIKE CONDEMNED 84 AND 
STORMWATCU ARE BIG INFLUENCES OF OURS. WE'RE NOT 
TRYING TO SOUND TOUGH OR ANYTHING, BUT WE HAVE 
ALWAYS PREFERRED BANDS LIKE THAT WHO SING ABOUT A 
LOT OF AGGRO TO THE BANDS WHO APPROACH 01/ AS 
THOUGH ITS ALL HARMLESS FUN AND GETTING ALONG 
WITH EVERYONE. WE PREFER THE MORE REALIST 
APPROACH TO OUR STYLE. ALSO, A LOT OF JAPANESE 
SKINHEAD ROCK, BUT MOSTLY THE STUFF FROM TUE 
EARLY NINETIES AND LATER FOR THE SAME REASONS 
ALREADY LISTED. THE SSS CREW PRODUCED SOME OF 
OUR FAVORITE SKINHEAD BANDS LIKE SLEDGEHAMMER AND 
BULL THE BUFFALOS. ALSO EMPI IS A GREAT 
CONTEMPORARY SKINHEAD BAND FROM OAPAN AND THE 
SINGER TA2 IS A PERSONAL FRIEND AND RUNS VITAL 
SIGN RECORDS AS WELL. ^IMI AL50 REALLY LIKES BOUSE 
0NKEL2 (WE COVER ONE OF THEIR SONGS) AND SOME 
OTHER GERMAN BANDS SINCE HE SPEAKS GERMAN. 

ASIDE FROM THE SKINHEAD SCENE WE REALLY LIKE A LOT 
OF CLASSIC ROCK LIKE THE ROLLING 5T0NES AS WELL 
AS A LOT OF SOUTHERN ROCK. 

ASIDE FROM MUSIC WE ARE VERY PATRIOTIC AND 
SOMETIMES FAIRLY NATIONALIST (NOT RACIAL) SO 
INSPIRATION COMES FROM PEOPLE LIKE LEADERS, 
WARRIORS, AND CONQUERORS SUCH AS GEORGE 
WASHINGTON, DAVY CROCKET, SAM HOUSTON, GEORGE 
PATTON ETC... AS WELL AS PRE-AMERICAN FIGURES LIKE 
LEIF ERIKSON, CHARLES MARTEL, RICHARD THE 
LIONUEART, KING LIONIDIS ETC... YOU GET THE PICTURE. 
THAT BEING SAID WE DO TRY TO AVOID BEING OVERLY 
POLITICAL AS IT DIVIDES THE SKIN SCENE WAY TOO 
MUCH. 

BESIDES THAT WE HAVE MANY PHILOSOPHICAL AND 
LITERARY INFLUENCES SUCH AS NICCOLO MACHIAVELLI, 
FRIEDRICH NIE2SCHE, JOHANN GOETHE, YUKIO MISUIMA, 
ETC... 

WE ARE ALSO FAIRLY INTO JAPANESE HISTORY AND 
SAMURAI STUFF OlMI IS HALF JAPANESE SO A LOT OF 
HIS INFLUENCES/INSPIRATIONS ARE HISTORICAL 
JAPANESE FIGURES). 

TELL US ABOUT THE CREWS THAT HANG OUT OR YOU 
ARE A PART OF? 


OUR CREW IS THE MILE HIGH CITY SKINHEADS (MUCS) 
WHICH WE FOUNDED A FEW YEARS BACK WITH OUR GOOD 
BUDDY CORY WHO NOW LIVES IN ROCKFORD, IL. WE 
AREN'T THAT BIG OF A CREW SINCE DENVER IS A PRETTY 
SMALL CITY BUT WE ARE ALL GOOD FOLKS IN GENERAL- 
.XIST HEAVY DRINKERS IN IT FOR THE SKINHEAD SCENE. 
WE ALSO HANG OUT WITH THE REMAINING MEMBERS OF 
SPU VERY OFTEN AS WELL AS SOME OF THE KNUCKLE 
BOYS WHICH IS AN OLD CREW THAT ORIGINATED IN 
COLORADO SPRINGS (ABOUT AN HOUR SOUTH OF DENVER) 
BUT IS NOW SPREAD ACROSS THE COUNTRY BUT STILL 
LARGELY IN COLORADO AND NORTH CAROLINA. THERE ARE 
ALSO A FEW PUNK CREWS IN TOWN THAT WE HANG OUT 
WITU. THEY'RE THE CLEANER PUNKS. 

WHERE ARE THE PARTIES AT? 

OUR CREW HAS A LOT OF PARTIES AND BBQ'S USUALLY 
AT OUR HOUSE OR OUR FRIENDS CHRISTY AND MIKE'S 
HOUSE. SOME OF US ALSO GO TO A LOT OF SOUL 
NIGHTS AT LOCAL BARS IN DENVER. OTHER THAN THAT 
WE PARTY WITH SOME OF THE LOCAL STREET PUNKS AND 
ROCKERS FAIRLY OFTEN. 

DO YOU TALK TO ANYBODY FROM CHICAGO AND DO YOU 
PLAN ON AT ANYTIME VISITING? 

WE DO HAVE A FEW FRIENDS IN THE CHICAGO AREA AND 
WE ARE PLAYING A SHOW IN CHICAGO ON SATURDAY FEB. 
28TH WITH FEAR CITY AND PRESSURE POINT. I THINK WE 
MAY ALSO BE PLAYING AN ALL AGES SHOW THE NEXT DAY 
AS WELL BUT DON'T HAVE THE INFO ON THAT ONE YET. 

WHAT IS THE MAIN GOAL AND WHAT WOULD YOU UKE TO 
SEE HAPPEN IN THE FUTURE FOR TA? 

WELL WE NEVER REALLY THOUGHT OF A MAIN GOAL MUCH. 
WE OUST LIKE PLAYING MUSIC AND DOING SHOWS. I 
GUESS THE MAIN GOAL WOULD OUST BE TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO AND HELP SUPPORT THE SKINHEAD SCENE IN 
WHATEVER WAY WE CAN. AS FAR AS THE FUTURE WE 
WOULD LIKE TO KEEP PLAYING SHOWS, TOURING, AND 
RECORDING. IT WOULD BE REALLY GREAT TO GET TO

THIS ONE, BUT DON'T WANT TO GET TOO POLITICAL 
WHILE REPRESENTING THE BAND. SUFFICE TO SAY OUR 
MAIN ISSUE IS OPPOSITION TO ILLEGAL IMMIGRATION; IT 




WILL BE THE DEATH OF OUR NATION VERy QUICKLY IF IT 
15 NOT CURTAILED. LIBERAL IDI0T5 CALL U5 ANTI- 
IMMIGRANT BECAUSE TUEY'D RATHER ARGUE FROM 
BLEEDING HEART EM0TI0N5 THAN LOGIC AND REA50N, 

BUT THE TRUTH 15 WE HAVE NO PROBLEM WITH TH05E

The first Skinheads had the Maytals, Lee 
Perry, and Laurel Aitken. "The New Breed", 
80's England Skins, had The Madness, The 
Specials, Skrewdriver, and the 4-skins. In 
America the first Skinheads had Warzone, 
Y.P -i-, and Agnostic Front and I am not 
too sure what the hell happened in the 
90's other than in Chicago we were 
getting trained to fight each other for 
someone else's pissing contest. I've been 
a Skinhead for fourteen solid years and 
I'm done looking back at what was and 
thinking about what will be. Chicago is 
known as "Gangland" or "Fear City" 
depending on what tribe you belong 
too and this is for a good reason. For a 
long time the only bands that were 
worth seeing were bands like "The 
Business" and "Slaughter and the Dogs". 
They only come about once a year and 
other than that there is nothing else 
worthy unless you were one of those 
hardcore types. Chicago is full of Skins 
but no gigs to attend. These Skinhead 
groups have not been able to get 
together which lead to separation and a 
lot of drama between people. Skinhead to 
me is not a pissing contest so I don't 
care about titles but rather the 
individuals who work towards the scene 
and attitude towards his and her's 


skinhead kinship. This is Chicago- a 
blue-collar, hard drinking city that is 
ripe for a Skinhead emergence. This is 
my era and my era is Perkele, The Glory 
Boys, Skinhead gatherings, drinking 
pints and "Chi-Town Soup" (it is a secret) 
in the street. Past events such as The 
Glory Boys, Haggis, Skinhead week-ender, 
Deals gone Bad, "Back to the basement" 
and Two-Tone/Soul nights have proven 
that Chicago should be at the center of 
the OP world in America. Think about 
that!
